A tax on capital engaged

useful enterprise of creating products, 
and, In so doing, also creating

vicious, dangerous and destructive use 
i of the taxing power for punitive pur­ 
poses, and whatever revenue may be 
d* rived from it will, in the long run 
and iii much larger measure, re-act 
to the definite detriment and disad­ 
vantage of wage-earners and entire 
communities alike. 
Now, M i. President and fellow mem­ 
bers of the Senate, I not only repeat

“ It was the deliberate conviction 
of this Commission, consisting of 18 
men. that this Capital Stock Tax. so 
far as it applied to manufacturers, 
should bx' repealed.” 
It was not until the subsequent ses- 
lon of l w 5 , however, that the 
full 
magnitude of the 
situation 
became 
apparent, when Henry W. Oliver, Jr., 
"f Pittsburgh, perhaps, the foremost 
industrialist in Pennsylvania in that 
day, appeared before a Committee of 


em pf ion which the present Democratic 
Govt i nor had demanded shall be with­ 
drawn. 
The 
Democratic Governor 
of

years ago knew something about this 
Commonwealth. He erected to his Ad­ 
ministration a monument the propor­ 
tions of which im could not vision at 
the time.

rn; here tho raw materials pro­ 
duced elsewhere— the cotton 
of 
Ute 
South, the wool of the West, the iron 
ores of Minnesota, etc. 
Mr. President, that steady industrial 
development which came 
from 
the 
wise removal of a punitive tax, paid 
this Commonwealth, its citizens and 
its communities a million times over 
what the tax itself would have 
re- 
rned in a steadily diminishing reve­ 
nue. 
It 
has 
given employment to 
thousands and hundreds of thousands 
of our people and thus established 
and maintained a purchasing and sav­ 
ing 
and investment power that has 
built up hundreds of our cities, towns 
and 
boroughs. 
The 
manufacturing 
plants in these communities have sup­ 
ported their governments, maintained 
their 
schools, 
streets, 
parks, 
and 
police and fire 
departments. 
They 
have done these things both directly 
and Indirectly, because 
they 
have 
made profitable merchandising possi­ 
ble and thereby have contributed to 
the growtli and general welfare of our 
cities, towns and boroughs, 
Mr. President, and fellow members 
of the Senate, the development which 
came out of tile granting of this ex­ 
emption gave us an industrial struc­ 
ture iii this Commonwealth so strong 
in its foundations that, as 
Senator 
Retd pointed out in his 
speech 
of 
April 23rd, our manufacturing enter­ 
prises, despite huge losses 
over 
a 
period of four or five years, have been 
able — and willing — to re-employ 
workers until today they are 
using 
75% of the number employed In 1929. 
iit. an average wage equal in purchas­ 
ing power to that of the high wages 
of that boom year. 
As was said by Senator Owlett last 
week, the only rebuttal of those who
